Leaf burning okayed 


Granite City residents will be 
permitted to burn leaves this 
fall, but must do the burning on 
their own property and not in 
the streets or on curbings, city 
officials reported this week. 

Henry Bieniecki, chairman of 
the Granite City Air Pollution 
Control Board, said that the 
local air board has decided 
against any action to reimpose 
a leaf-burning ban in view of 
state action removing such 
controls. 

At the same time, however, 
Bieniecki urged residents to 
continue bagging leaves for 
pickup by trash collectors 
because such burning “is a 
health hazard and substantial 
discomfort (o elderly people 
with lung and heart problems, 
people with certain allergies 
and many infants whose lung 
capacities are yet un 
developed.” 

The state ban against leaf 
burning was lifted by the state 
last year, followed by action of 
the Granite City Council per- 
mitting leaf burning. The 
council action limited open 
burning to leaves, Persons 
burning paper, limbs or trash 


are in yiolation of the law, 
according to the air board. 

Bieniecki said leaf burning 
should be avoided particularly 
when there is no air movement 
to disperse the smoke, but 
noted, conversely, that leaf 
burning in strong winds 
presents a fire hazard. 

Lionel Portell, superin- 
tendent of streets, warned today} 
that action will be taken against 
persons found burning leaves on 
concrete or asphalt paving, or 
on curbings. 

He said street department 
workers have been made 
aware of a number of instances 
in which home owners raked 
leaves into the streets for 
burning. + 

He said the heat from burning 
leaves tends to crack concrete. 
paving and will melt asphalt 
surfaces,

Carmichael 
predicting 
socialism 


The biggest issue facing 
America today is capitalism, 
according to Stokely. Car- 
michael, who spoke to students 
at SIUE Monday. ‘‘The issue is 
more than an economic issue,’ 
he said; “it's the exploitation of 
the labor of the black man.”’ 

Carmichael, who recently 
returned from Africa, said one 
mistake Americans make “‘is in 
thinking there is no militancy if 
there is no noise. Socialism will 
come, it must come, to 
America. And it will not come 
peacefully,” he predicted 

“The black man came from 
Africa to meet the needs of 
European imperialism. They 
needed someone to cut sugar 
cane 

“The black man came -to 
America to meet the needs of 
American imperialism. They 
needed someone to pick cotton” 
Carmichael contended. 

He said the black man is the 
most revolutionary of all groups 
because he is the most op- 
pressed. ‘Wherever you find 
the black man, he’s the victim 
of racism. Even in Africa, he’s 
the victim of racism,’’ Car- 
michael said. 

“History is an insult to us,"’ he 
added. ‘‘The black student 
begins history on the slave ship, 
when our history is four million 
years old. Because we didn't 
write our history, it is 
negative.”

resurfacing with an asphalt 
overlay on five sections of 
streets. 

“The Maclair contract _was 
awarded on a low bid of $98,885 
following a discussion by 
council members concerning 
the time the work would’ be 
done. ‘The city has insisted the 
work be done this year, but 
Maclair officials said weather 
will be the determining factor 
as to whether or not it can be 
completed by the end of this 
year. 

The signal system at 
Nameoki Road and Manley 
Avenue is to be installed under 
an agreement by the city with 
Golden & Co. of Kansas City, 
Mo., developers of the 
Crossroads Plaza center, to 
share the cost on a 50-50 basis. 
Originally the cost was 
estimated at $16,000, with the 
company and the city each to 
pay $8,000. 

The cost of the project will be 
kept to a minimum, according 
to Monroe Brewer, city 
engineer, by using signal arms 
and signal lights which were 
replaced by new equipment on 
the four Madison Avenue in- 
tersections recently moder- 
nized with new lighting 
systems 

The Maclair Asphalt Co. 
contract will provide for a one- 
inch overlay and a one and a 
half-inch surface coat on these 
streets: 

Edwards Street from 
Washington Avenue to Henry 
Street, a distance of 2,750 feet; 
Iowa Street from 27th to 29th 
street, 2,250 feet; Niedringhaus 
Avenue from Spruce to Walnut, 
1,350 feet; Illinois Avenue from 
20th to 22nd, 1,150 feet, and 
Dewey Avenue, from 20th to 
22nd, 1,150 feet 

Several aldermen suggested 
the project be delayed until 
spring when weather would 
permit quick completion of the 

Maclair company 

in a letter that the 
company would make efforts to 
start the work as soon as 
possible and try to complete it 
by Dec. 31. The letter noted, 
however that inclement 
weather could hold up work this 
year. 

Alderman Everett Morlen 
criticized the council's delay in 
calling bids for the projects 
“Why is it that when’we know 
this work has to be done, the 
council waits around until 
winter to do anything about it?" 

Morlen made a motion for 
award of the contract to the 
Maciair firm on its low bid. The 
motion carried 10 to 2, with two 
council members absent. C. D. 
Peters Construction Co. was the 
only other bidder with an offer 
of $107,637 

The council also approved a 
motion by Alderman Clyde 
Boyd, chairman of the Street 
and Alley Committee, that bids 
be called by the city clerk for 


. construction of sidewalks in the 


wards for which money for this 
purpose was appropriated 
earlier this year. 

Alderman Frenk Greenwald 
of the Second Ward told the 
council that he and his fellow 
Second-Ward Alderman Sam 
Whitmer preferred to use the 
$10,000 appropriated for 
sidewalks in «their ward for 
street improvements. 

Since a budget amendment 
will be necessary for the 
change, action on the proposal 
was delayed until the next 
council session Monday. A 
budget amendment could not be 
made until Nov. 1 or after, 
according to Treasurer Paul 
Rutledge. 

On the request of Alderman 
Walter Nonn of the Fifth Ward, 
the council approved the hiring 
of a school crossing guard to be 
stationed on Denver Street at 
Rock Road for the protection of 
students from Washington 
School. 

‘Nonn noted that a ‘‘darigerous 
situation” has developed from 
the children crossing streets at 
several different points with no 
organized protection. 

An ordinance providing one- 
hour parking in front of 2521 
Washington Ave., and one 
prohibiting parking on the 
northerly side of Pontoon Road 
for a distance of 300 feet from 
Nameoki Road were enacted by 
the aldermen. 

A new traffic stop on Granite 
Avenue at 13th Street also was 
approved, including a penalty of 
$10 to $25 for violators. Nonn 
objected to the proposed fines, 
noting that many traffic stop 


_ordinances carry penalties of 


only $3. Alderman Ronald 
Coleman suggested the council 
consider standardizing’ the 
penalties in all traffic control 
ordinances.

‘The hearing was required by 
state and federal regulations 
before any grant money can be 
received by the sewer com- 
mittee, which is comprised of 
Supervisor Walter ‘‘Dick’’ 
Sparks of Chouteau Township, 
chairman, Supervisor Christ 
Pashoff of Venice Township and 
Whitsell. 

The supervisors were ap- 
pointed to the committee by the 
Madison County Board, which is 
sponsoring the project. ‘ 

The Environmental 
Protection Agency has ap- 
proved $3.5 million for in- 
terceptor sewers and another 
$3.5 million for collector sewers. 

Plans call for the state and 
federal government to pay 75 
per cent of the cost, including 
engineering,. design and con- 
struction. 

Even though the grants have 
been approved for funding for 
the 1975-76 fiscal year, several 
“red tape” requirements must 
be met before the money is 
released. Tuesday ‘night’s 
hearing was to give thé public 
an opportunity to give 
statements on the possible 
environmental effects of the 
sewers and construction. * 

The 29 persons who attended; 
however, had little to say about 
the program’s environmental 
effects. Most questions and 
statements centered on cost and 


other factors related to the 
sewers. 


Juneau delivered the 
prepared environmental 
_impact statement, saying the 
sewers would create a 
healthier environment by 
eliminating cesspool and

Residents at the hearing were 
told that the proposed sewers 
would not tap into Granite City 
sewers until the city’s 84-inch 
line was met ‘about one-half 
mile northeast of the Granite 
City Sewage Treatment Plant. 

Sewage collected from 
Nameoki and Chouteap 
Township will flow to the 
Granite City primary and new 
secondary sewage treatment 
plants to be treated there. 

A separate sewer system will 
serve ‘the East Madison- 
Cleverleaf-Eagle Park-State 
Park area and will direct 
sewage south to the Lansdowne 
Treatment Plant operated by 
the East Side Levee and 
Sanitary District. 

Sparks told those present 
that the obtaining of 
eaSements is the major ob- 
stacle and if residents grant 
free easements quickly, the 
sewers can be in operation in 
less than two years. 

He urged those present to 
form groups to help convince 
their neighbors to give free 
easements. “If anyone wants to 
be paid for his easement, he’s 
only holding up the project,” 
Sparks said.

‘In Illinois politics this has 
become known as the year of 

the upside-down campaign 

Whatever interest has been 
generated for the 1974 election 
has come from area or local 
races rather than by the top-of- 
the-ticket contests. 

With only a short time to go in 
the campaign, voters from 
Chicago to Cairo xremain 
apathetic and indifferent about 
the race for U. S. senator 
matching Democratic in- 
cumbent Adlai E. Stevenson 
and Republican challenger 
George Burditt. As in the 
beginning, it is taken virtually 
for granted that Stevenson with 


his well-known name will win 
easily.over little-known Burditt. 

Nor is there much general 
interest in the race for state 
treasurer where Democratic 
incumbent Alan J. Dixon rates 
as favorite over Republican 
Harry Page. 

Failure of the Senate race to 
stir excitement is a big 
disappointment to those who 
recognize the value of a healthy 
two-party rivalry. In the past, 
Illinois has produced some off- 
year senatorial contests that 
attracted national attention. 

‘These include the 1948 contest 
that saw Democrat Paul 
Douglas toppling Republican C. 
Wayland “Curly” Brooks; the 
1950 battle that produced an 
upset victory for then

These three hard-fought 
campaigns brought voter in- 
terest to a peak in the final days 
and produced big turnouts at 
the polls on election day. 

No comparable increase in 
interest is detected ‘as the 1974 
campaign drifts to an end. 


The public's post-Watergate + 


disillusionment with politicians 
continues to contribute to an 
apathy which indicates an 
exceedingly small turnout on 
Tuesday 

Traditional party activity at 


the grassroots is at an un- 
precedented low ebb. 
Republicans especially are 
hurting. y 

Reports flow into the 
Statehouse of GOP precinct 
committeemen dropping their 
usual door-to-door calls upon 
constituents after receiving 
hostile receptions. 

What hope there is for a late 
resurgence of political interest 
rests with local and regional 
contests. 

Closely watched is the contest 
in the 6th Congressional District 
where former Cook County 
State’s Attorney Democrat 
Edward V. Hanrahan, and a 
recent Illinois House member 
and onetime assistant GOP 
floor leader, Henry J. Hyde, 
seek to fill an existing vacancy. 

Also high in interest is the 
suburban battle in the 10th 
District that features a rerun of 
the 1972 race between former

extended a “prior 
effort to prohibit 
advertisements “of any sort 
regarding merchandise, 
securities, service or anything 


so offered to the public, which 
advertisements contains any 
assertion, representation or 
statement which is untrue, 
deceptive or misleading.” 
Terms of the bill were 
questioned by many citizens as 
whether the city can or should 
place itself in the position of 
judging what is untrue, 
deceptive or misleading. Such 
citizens cited constitutional 
safeguards against 
abridgement of freedom of- 
speech. Some attorneys said 


they believe the law was~-so 
defective that it would have no 
impact. 

Alderman Sam Whitmer of 
the Second Ward called“for an 
amendment to the ordinance” 
becausé “the palm ‘reader we.

test of this ordinance could be 
declared invalid.” 

Whitmer said that everytime 
Someone passes the ‘palm 
reader’s' sign, “they say ‘well, 
they're still in business.’ It’s 
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making tle city look silly.”” 
Whitmer made a motion to 
amend the ordinance to 
establish a high license fee, 
suggesting a charge of $100 a 
day for palm reading, fortune 
telling or‘ other “mystic” ac- 
tivities, but other aldermen said 
the ordinance should be 
repealed entirely. In discussion 
that followed, it was suggested 
that the original ‘‘palm 
reading” ordinance be repealed 
and a new ordinance enacted to

rabies accounted for 38 per 
cent of all cases in animals and 
48 per cent of all cases reported 
in wildlife. 

At the same time, the number 
of cases found in dogs has been 
on the decline sin¢e 1955 when 
2,657 cases of canine rabies 
were recorded. In 1970, the 
number fell to 185. This degline 
parallels the development of an 
improved rabies vaccine.

Midwest not hit hard by uptrend in jobless

SPRINGFIELD, Il. — It 
may be like a little pregnancy 
or a little garlic, but the Mid- 
west seems to be only slightly

The unemployment 
pensation office stresses that 
the benefits aren’t charity or

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Governor says amending power has been used well

I urge people to pleas 

t on the constitutional 

} proposition that will appear on 
the Nov. 5 blue ballot. 

| The proposition would 

weaken our system of checks 

and balances established by our 

new Constitution. That is the 

best safeguard we have against 

bad government. Tinkering 

with our Constitution, as this 

proposition does, will not im- 
prove government. - 

The delegates to the Con- 
stitutional Convention made 
two changes in the relationship 
between the governor and the 
legislature. 

1. The delegates gave the 
governor amendatory veto 
power. Very simply, this gives 
the governor the right to 
Propose changes, additions or 
deletions in‘a bill after it passes 
the legislature. 

However, and this is im- 
portant: if a change, addition or 
deletion is proposed, it must go 
back to the legislature for ap- 
proval or disapproval. 

2. At the same time, the 
delegates to the Constitutional 
Convention gave the legislature 
additonal power. The delegates 
reduced the number of votes 


vote 
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DIRECTIONS 
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needed to override a governor’s 
veto. 

The ‘delegates reduced the 
number of votes needed to 
override a veto from two-thirds 
to three-fifths. 

In the House, this means only 
107 votes are needed to override 
instead of 118 and in the Senate 
this means 36 votes, not 40 are 
needed. 

They may not seem like 
much, but those are significant 
reductions, since both houses 
have been so evenly divided. 

Governors have had this 
amendatory veto for only four 
years—two under Governor 
Ogilvie, two under me. 

I used it 57 times; Governor 
Ogilvie ‘used it 58 times. That 
shows a certain consistency. 

In those same four years, the 
legislature passed 4,500 bills. 
So, obviously, it has been used 
sparingly, not excessively. 

And it has been used ef- 
fectively—the legislature has 
approved 80 per cent of the 
amendtory vetoes on which it 
has acted. 

I think two questions come to 
mind that should be answered: 

Why did the delegates to the 
Constituional Convention 
establish the amendatory veto 

edure? How has it been 
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used? 

The amendatory veto was 
established because of the way 
that the Illinois legislature has 
operated historically. I am sure 
you have all read, or heard on 
radio or seen on televison those 
last few hectic, chaotic days at 
the end of the legislative 
session. 

Hundreds of bills are being 
passed, many of them after 
midnight, when it is difficult for 
even the best-intentioned 
legislator to really know what 
the legislature is voting on. 

At those times, when a 
majority of the-bills are being 
passed, errors crop up, 
mistakes are made, amend. 
ments get lost and, worse, 
somebody slips through a bad 
provision on a good bill. 

The amendatory veto permits 
the governors to weed out those 
errors, to get rid of those special 
interest provisions. 

Here are some examples 
of how I have used the amen- 
datory veto: 

1. Strengthening the state 
purchasing act by getting rid of 
a loophole in a bill making a 
number of needed reforms. 

The loophole would have 
prevented the state from 
holding back contract 
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or Representative tn Congress 
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‘payments until it was satisfied 
that a job had been properly 
performed. That change would 
have cost the taxpayers money. 


2, Removing a section from 


an election reform bill which 


would have made the State 
Board of Elections a patronage 
haven for payrollers. 

3. Strenghtening a bill 
creating a board to supervise 
and enforce safety regulations 
for commercial, commuter

5. I used it to reduce the 
amount of state money to be 
given to the Chicago Transit 
Authority. On that one, the 
legislature overrode my 
amendatory veto. 

My opponents do not claim 
that the power has been abused. 
They say only it “might be.” 

That is hardly justification for 
substantially limiting a 
procedure which is an integral 
part of our new Constitution: 
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I could counter by arguing 
that the legislature be abolished 
because some legislator might 
abuse that power. 

I think the reak interest is how 
it has been used and can be used 


better. I believe I have used it 
well and carefully—and the 
same was true of Governor « 
Ogilvie.

Be Pee ee 
Interveners file in 
dam injunction suit. 


A motion asking that the 
Association for the 
Improvement of the Mississippi 
River (AIMR), which includes 
Quad-City area groups, be 
named a defendant in the case 
against Alton Dam and Locks 26 
has been filed in federal district 
court at Washington. 

The motion listed 28 AIMR 
members including Carpenters 
District Local Council of 
Madison County, the Tri-City 
Regional Port Authority and the 
Southern Illinois Builders 
Association. 

Others include Illinois and 
Missouri municipalities, 
transportation agencies, labor 
organizations, farmers groups, 
shippers, water carriers «and 
civic organizations. 

In the’ memorandum filed in 
support of the motion, George 
V. Allen Jr., Washington at- 
torney, said that “in this case 
AIMR represents the region 
most directly and immediately 
affected by reconstruction of 
Locks and Dam 26 and by in 
creasing deterioration in the 
present facility's capacity to 
accommodate existing traffic. 

The motion is the second for 
intervention as defendants in 


the suit brought against the 
proposed dam construction by 
two environmental 
organizations and 21 western 
railroads. 

The plaintiffs seek a per- 
manent injunction to stop the 
navigation project’by the Army. 
Corps of Engineers. 

No ruling has yet been made 
on the first intervention plea 
filed by the Water Resources 
Congress, thé Ohio Valley 
Improvement Association and 
the Upper Mississippi Water- 
way Association. Under federal 
rules, any party who would be 
affected by the judgment of a 
suit has the right to intervene.

This phone call comes often to 
the Illinois Chifdren’s Home and 
Aid Society, a private, non- 
sectarian child welfare agency 
which belongs to and benefits 
from the Tri-Cities Area United 
Way. 

On the other end of the line 
was a frightened, unmarried 16- 
year-old who,was going to have 
a child. 

She was one of 127 unmarried 
parents who received coun- 
seling and help last year 
through the Society’s South- 
western Regional Office at 1002 
College Ave., Alton.

Smith national winner

A. O. Smith Corporation has 
been named one of five national 
winners in an energy con- 
servation awards program 
sponsored by Iron Age, a 
leading industrial publication. 

The award was presented to

saving process improvements 
in its parts washing operation. 

Results of the program have 
included nearly 50 per cent 
reduction of steam-consumption 
without any noticeable effect to 
the washed steel components. 

Paul J. Kemp, former local 
plant manager and the chair- 
man of A. O. Smith’s Energy 
Conservation Committee, noted 
that the, award-winning 
program has saved enough on 
monthly steam consumption to 
heat over 300 homes during the 
coldest month of the year. 

Key to the program was the 
introduction of a new cleaning 
solution which enabled pressed 
steel frame components to be 
washed: at 50 per cent lower 
temperatures. 

Previously, washing 
operations at A. O. Smith were 
performed at temperatures 
between 180 and 210 degrees F. 

With the new low alkaline 
cleaning solution, the machines

“The program borrows a 
principle that has been familiar 
to homemakers for years. We 
simply took the cold water 
washing theory and put it to 
work for us,”’ Kemp said. 

Parts washing operations 
comprise the largest heat 
consuming process at the A. O. 
Smith Milwaukee plant. 

They are vital to the 
production, since pressed steel 
components must be cleaned to 

re proper welding for the 
assembly of automobile and 
truck frames. 

After assembly, the frames 
must be washed once again to 
assure proper application of a 
special paint that guards 
against rust and corrosion. 

In addition to the parts 
washing operation, tests have 
been conducted at A. O. Smith 
to evaluate all steel preparation 
and heat treating processes. 

In early 1974, an en- 
vironment laboratory was 
formed to conduct tests, to 
evaluate programs and to 
reduce waste, utility usage and 
raw materials.

He 
also holds the office of Nameoki 
Township supervisor. 

One of the most active and 
effective of all of the County 
Board members, he has been a 
member of the’ board for three 
and a half years. 

Chairman of the Education 
and Recreation Committee, 
Whitsell has helped foster 
establishment of a number of 
parks and a nature trail as well 


as overseeing functions of the 
county museum and 
educational service region. 

His County Board committee 
memberships include the Land 
Use Committee, which has 
sought to encourage orderly 
growth; the Executive Com- 
mittee, which coordinates the 
work of all committees and has 
obtained federal manpower 
planning funds for the county; 
and the Four-Township Sewer 
Committee, which is-succeeding 
in getting badly-needed 
sanitary sewers off the drawing 
board and into the ground. 

Running as Democrats and 


unopposed for election to the 
County Board are two Quad- 
City incumbents, William B. 
Webb Jr. of District 19, with 23 
years on the board, and County 
Board .Chairman Nelson 
Hagnauer of District 20, with 19 
years as a board member.

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Local vote may decide 
outcome of levee plan 


Quad-Cityans will help decide 
Nov. 5 whether to create a new 
Sanitary District replacing the 
East Side Levee and Sanitary 
District. The issue will be on 
voting machines. 

Local votes could be decisive. 
State Rep. Monroe Flinn of 
Cahokia, sponsor of the 
referendum call, believes 
backers and opponents in the St. 
Clair County portion of the 
district may be about evenly 
divided. 

The proposal includes both 
advantages and disadvantages. 

The chief benefit—vesting of 
administrative authority in an 
appointed professional 
engineer—and other aspects of 
the changeover would not 
become effective —_—until 
December 1976 even if approved 
this fall. 

House Bill 2143, passed by 
both the Illinois Senate and 
House and signed by Gov. 
Daniel Walker, leaves the 
district largely under its 
present enabling act of May 17, 
1907. Its overall mission would 
remain “to drain and protect 
from overflow for sanitary 
purposes and to provide for 
sewage. disposal.” 

Instead of a board of trustees 
elected by the public, there 
would be a board of com- 
missioners, whose function 
would place more emphasis on 
policy setting and less on 
directly supervising operation 
of the network of drainage lines, 
levees and pumping stations. 

St. Clair County would con- 
tinue to provide three members 
and the Quad-Cities two; 
assessed valuation within the 
two portions of the district 
would continue to govern which 
area has the board majority 

Appointments would be made 
, by the county board chairman 
within each portion, 
presumably Nelson Hagnauer, 
present Madison County Board 
chairman, and Victor Canty, 
favored for election as St. Clair 
County board leader in the 
November balloting. 

The chairman of the Madison 
County Board is chosen an- 
nually by the 29 elected in 
county board districts, from 
among their ranks. Selection of 
levee commissioners would be 
subject to the advice and 
consent of the two county 
boards. 

The new sanitary district 
would be obligated for the same 
indebtedness as the present 
levee system and would con. 
tinue to levy a tax against the 
real and personal property tax 
base. 

In the latter connection, while 
tax extensions are larger south 
of the county dividing line, levee 
tax collections from Quad- 
Cityans by far outdistance those 
in the East St. Louis-Cahokia- 
Centreville area 

The enumeration of powers 
involves levees and em- 
bankments protecting against 
overflow from rivers, streams 
and water courses; auxiliary 
improvements and works; and 
drains, conduits, treatment 
plants, pumping plants, ditches, 


channels and outlets for 
treatment and disposal of 
stagnant or overflow water, 
sewage, industrial waste and 
other drainage. 

Other provisions include: 
Staggered five-year terms, with 
initial terms of two and four 
years here, and one, three and 
five years in the St. Clair por- 
tion. A president would be 
chosen by the sanitary district 
board each year. 

The board would have to 
appoint an executive director 
and. could name a clerk and 
treasurer. 

Commissioners would be paid 
ona per diem basis, determined 
by the respective county 
boards, for actual attendance at 
board meetings. 

The board would enact or- 
dinances and could bring action 
to impose a fine or im- 
prisonment for ordinance 
violations. Z 

The executive director, who 
would be subject to removal by 
the commissioners, would 
have to be a registered 
professional engineer 
possessing technical or 
specialized skill or knowledge in 
the engineering field, including 
at least 10 years of practical 
experience as an engineer, five 
years of which must have been 
in a responsible administrative 
and executive capacity. 


He would have to devote his 
entire time to the duties of the 
sanitary district office. 

The executive director would 
appoint and remove all district 
officers and employes other 
than board officers; prepare the 
budget for board approval and 
then administer it after 
adoption; report annually on 
finances and administrative 
activities; and keep the com- 
missioners advised of the 
financial condition and make 
recommendation on future 
needs. 

He would: 

Attend all meetings of the 
board and, when possible, its 
committees, taking part in 
discussions but having no vote. 

Enforce all ordinances and 
see that all contracts are faith- 
fully performed. 

And ‘‘advise, assist and 
cooperate in fostering the in- 
terest of institutions of learning 
and civic, professional and 
employe organizations in 
providing personnel standards 
and conditions in the district.” 

An amendment to Rep. 
Flinn’s” original proposal 
specifies that at least one 


commissioner from each county + 


would have to be of another 
political party 

The net effect undoubtedly 
would be appointment of a 
Democrat and a Republican 
from the Quad-Cities and 
selection of two Democrats and 
one Republican from the St 
Clair County section of the 
district. 

Whether the new sanitary 
district becomes a reality in 
1976 will depend on a “yes” or 
“no? majority vote district- 
wide Nov. 5, 1974. 


‘Blue ribbon’ board likely? 


Collinsville Herald—We have 
mixed feelings about the 
proposal for an appointed East 
Side Levee District board and 
find it difficult to make an 
enthusiastic recommendation 
to the voters. 

We find it most repugnant to 
have to confess that the 
democratic process of direct 
election of the board is a failure 

That is what voters will be 
saying if they vote to abolish the 
present board and substitute a 
five-member bi-partisan board 
appointed by the chairmen of 
the Madison and St. Clair 
County Boards. 

Under the existing assessed 
values, that would give control 
to the St. Clair County Board 
chairman, since he would be 
entitled to three appointments; 
the Madison County value is 
rising in relation to St. Clair, 
and this might change in the 
future, but for now St. Clair has 
the clout. 


This would be no change from 
the present situation in which 
by election St. Clair County 
dominates the board. 

We don’t admire the St. Clair 
brand of politics but it wouldn’t 
be any worse than before in 
respect to majority-minority. 

Advocates of the new system 
contend it would be better, that 
appointed officials would be 
higher-class people than elected 
ones. Frankly, we doubt it. 

Advocates of the new system 
contend the bi-partisan 
provision in the law is an im- 
provement. A Vic Canty 
Republican or a Nelson 
Hagnauer Republican doesn’t 
sound truly bi-partisan to us, 
but we'll give them that. 

Since the appointments will 
be made by the County Board 
chairman with the advice and 
consent of the County Board, 
the new system will involve 
East Side Levee district 
patronage and clout in elections 
all over both counties to a 
greater extent than already 
exists. That’s a minus. 


Advocates of the new system 
see the spelled-out 
qualifications of the executive 
director—professional engineer 
with specified experience, etc. 
—as a step forward. Not much 
of a step. 

During most of its existence 
since 1907, it has been managed 
by a chief engineer with such 
qualifications. 

The legislation presumes that 
the new director will have more 
authority than he has now 

We doubt there will be any 
change. He will still be an 
engineer working for a board. 

Powers of the proposed board 
are vast. But so are powers of 
the old board. 

The strongest argument for 
passage of the proposed system 
in the referendum next month is 
“Let's try it. It couldn’t be any 
worse than the present Levee 
Board.” 

Created in 1907, the East Side 
Levee District has a long 
history of corruption and 
fumbling management. 

Its patronage army has in- 
truded in elections in both 
counties, especially St. Clair, 
for years, blighting other 
elective bodies. 

As indicated above, the voter 
following this reasoning would 
have to do it with his fingers 
crossed. 

In suggesting @ vote for the 
new system, we predict no 
miracles and, indeed, expect to 
see East Side Levee District 
continue to be a synonym for 
bad management, rip-offs and 
patronage in its worst guise. 

There is an outside chance 
that two County Board chair- 
men aspiring to vault to higher 
things by demonstrating 
statesmanship, might actually 
appoint a high-class board that 
would put idlers to work and 
stop wasting money. 

On that long-shot gamble, we 
suggest a aaa vote in the 
referendum. 

Maybe then the East Side 
Levee District will get a new 
image.

Simon leads in spending 
in Congress campaign

~ SPRINGFIELD — Paul Si- 
mon is leading the congres- 
sionab campaign spending 
derby in Illinois. 

‘The former lieutenant gov- 
ernor, who is a candidate for 
Congress from the 22-county 
Southern’ Illinois district, re- 
ceived $133,930 in contribu- 
tions by Sept. 1, according to 
records on file in the Index Di- 
vision of the Secretary of 
State’s office. The report 
shows he spent virtually all 
that he received. 

By comparison, Simon’s 
Republican opponent, Val 
Oshel, a former mayor of 
Harrisburg, received $26,006 
and spent $20,535. 

Another Democrat on the 
political comeback trail is a 
close second to Simon in 


spending. Former Congress- 
man Abner Mikva of Evans- 
ton raised $129,668 by the re- 
porting deadline. 

Mikva is challanging Sam 
Young of Glenview, who is no 
slouch when it comes to rais- 
ing campaign money. He has 
$110,430. 

When Young defeated Mik- 
va in 1972, together they com- 
bined to spend over $400,000 
during the campaign, the 
largest amount spent for a 
congressional race in Illinois 
and undoubtedly one of the 
largest amounts spent any- 
where in the nation. 

Ranking up there in green- 
backs is State Rep. Henry 
Hyde, R-Park Ridge, who had 
two committees raise $96,647. 
His opponent, Edward Hanra- 
han of Chicago, the former 
Cook County state’s attorney 
raised $36,148. 

Clifford Carlson, R-Geneva, 
was next in line with $58,702. 
His Democratic opponent, 
Tim Hall of Dwight, had no 
September report on file as 
required by law. 

The Findley for Congress 
Committee, the main com- 
mittee for incumbent U.S. 
Rep. Paul Findley, R-Pitts- 
field, reported receiving 
$54,380 during this calendar 
year. 

Former Rep. Peter Mack of 
Springfield, Findley’s oppo- 
nent, received $5,301 through 

-his Volunteers for Peter 
Mack. In addition, he re- 
ceived $17,110 as an individual 
candidate, bringing the total 
to $22,411. Of that total, $9,997 
was a loan Mack made to 
himself for campaign pur- 
poses. 

Here are the totals in other 
Central Llinois races: 

2ist District — Rep. Ed- 
ward Madigan, R-Lincoln, 
$29,424; Richard Small of 
LeRoy, $14,312; 

22nd _ District. 
George Shipley, 
$17,590; William

Stephen Nordvall of Peoria,

Two Illinois representatives 
who became national figures

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required by law. McClory’s 
opponent, Stanley Beetham of 
Barrington, received $15,022. 

In the race pitting two for- 
mer state representatives 
against each other, incum- 
bent U.S. Rep. George 
O’Brien, R-Joliet, is ahead in 
the money race. He’s received 
$28,449. By comparison, John 

Houlihan, now the adminis- 
trator of the Illinois Veterans’ 
Commission, has received 
$6,321. 

According to the final re- 
ports from 1972, the winning 
candidates in Ilinois spent as 
little as $10,000 and as much 
as $220,000.-Altogether, candi-. 
dates spent $1.8 million for the 
24 Congressional seats. 

‘A Chicago law firm with 
strong political connections 
was-paid $76,240 by the Capi- 
tal Development Board dur- 
ing the last fiscal year. 

The lawyers, Sherwin Zeit- 
len and Stephen Schwab, are 
paid $50-per-hour. In one 
month alone they were paid 
$11,160. 

During the March primary 
election, Schwab headed New 
Faces '74, a Chicago group 
which" bankrolled the cam- 
paigns of several legislative 
candidates aligned with Gov. 
Dan Walker. 

‘Schwab is president of the 
Committee on Illinois Gov- 
ernment, a liberal offshoot 
Democratic group which 
served as an original cam- 
paign base for William Sing- 
er, an anti-Daley alderman 
who is a candidate for mayor 
of Chicago. 

One of the special features 
of the organization’s cam- 
paign was a telephone num- 
ber which residents could call 
to find out which candidate 
the governor was supporting. 

The original contract for the 


* law firm was signed in May of 


1973 and called for Zeitlen to 
perform legal consulting 
services. It was amended a 
few weeks later to say “‘serv- 
ices shall be performed by the 
law offices of Zeitlen and 
Schwab under the supervision 
of Zeitlen.” 

Vouchers show the firm got 
off to a relatively slow start, 
but now averages over $8,000- 
per-month from the Capital 
Development Board alone. 
During the first six months of 
this year, they were paid 
$51,653. 

Donald Le Fevre, executive 
director of the board, said the 
board needs to hire four ator 
neys. 

“We are looking all over,” 
Le Fevre said in an interview. 
“Let me know if you know of 
any. We are unable to hire 
anyone with experience. We 
could hire someone in their 
first year out of law school 
okay, but we need someone 
with experience. We handle 
7,000 contracts a year.” 

The Capital Development 
Board is a relatively new 
agency which is responsible 
for ali state government, in- 
cluding university, construc 
tion. They also handle state 
grants for local school dis- 
tricts. 

Le Fevre said the law firm 
has had four lawyers handling 
the board’s caseload. The 
board's $24,000-a-year full- 
time attorney quit in January 
after a dispute involving an- 
other lawyer hired on an 
hourly basis. 

At that time Le Fevre and 
Atty. Gen. William Scott's of- 
fice argued about who has the 
right to hire and fire attorneys 
for the state agencies. That 
dispute blossomed into a full- 
blown argument which tied up 
the legislature during the end 
of-the June session.
